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Timeless Northwest traditions connect students to the past

Life on the Northwest campus 
is full of stories, some rumors and 
some true. As your time as a Bearcat 
begins, you will hear about Roberta 
Hall, which is said to be haunted by 
the spirit of a former co-ed, Roberta 
Steel, who died after the building 
caught fire in 1951. 

The story of Roberta Hall is just 
one of the traditional stories passed 
down each year at Northwest. Oth- 
ers, however, are much more light- 
hearted and help paint a picture of 
what you might expect when you 
come to college. 

Kissing Bridge - It is said that a 
female student isn’t officially a co- 
ed until she has been kissed on the 
bridge before the first snowfall. The 
Kissing Bridge received a make- 
over and a new location in the late 
1990s when it was rebuilt closer to 
Colden Hall. 

University Seal/Bell Tower 
- The University’s seal, which is 
based on the State of Missouri seal, 
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sits in the center of the Bell Tower. It 
is customary for students to avoid 
walking on the seal out of respect. 
However, in later years, word was 
anyone who trod on the seal risked 
flunking all their final exams. 
Walkout Day - Everybody re- 
veres the tradition of skipping class 
the Friday before Homecoming, 
but did you know it was begun by 
two literary societies on campus? 
In 1915, students from the Eureka- 
ns and the Philomatheans quietly 
made plans to walk out of class. 
They dutifully showed up for their 
8 a.m. classes when suddenly, a bu- 
gle sounded through the halls, and 
208 students (out of 300 enrolled) 
abruptly left. They all marched 
past the President’s Residence, 
singing the Normal School songs 
and shouting the school yells. Un- 
fortunately, President Richardson 
thought the throng of students 
looked like an insurrection and 
he let them have it. The students 
merely laughed and not long after, 
the president was able to join in the 
laughter. He later gave permission 
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to continue the tradition, as long as 
the president was notified. 

Early Walkout Days retained 
the surprise factor, and students 
waited in eager anticipation for the 
day when the bugle (and later the 
Bell of 48) would sound, signal- 
ing their freedom. In these years, 
Walkout Days were characterized 
by picnics in the woods and base- 
ball games between students and 
faculty. In the ’40s and ’50s, the day 
became associated with the annual 
freshman initiation. These days, the 
event is inextricably tied in with 
Homecoming and is built into the 
schedule. Students usually use the 
day to prepare Homecoming house 
decorations and parade floats, as 
well as take advantage of the party 
atmosphere throughout town. At 8 
a.m. each Walkout Day, the presi- 
dent of the Student Senate and the 
University president ceremonially 
ring the Memorial Bell of ’48, an 
echo of the first bugle’s notes. 

Mike the Dog - Before Bobby 
Bearcat, we had Mike the Dog. 
He was a little tramp dog who 
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frequented the campus in 1916- 
1917 and endeared himself to stu- 
dents and faculty alike. He was 
a big sports fan, never missing a 
home game and proudly wearing 
his green and white “M” blanket. 
Sometimes he went to classes and 
sat under the instructor’s desk. He 
met his end when he inadvertently 
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regularly!

drank arsenate of lead, mistaking it 
for water. Students collected mon- 
ey to pay for a stone monument to 
their canine companion, and the 
marker stands today to the east of 
the Administration Building.

For students with a car, there 
are parking spaces available 
when you move in this fall. 

All students can purchase 
a parking permit from the Stu- 
dent Services office if they wish 
to park on campus. The permits 
cost $90 and are valid for one 
year.

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to-one,” said Clarence Green 
campus safety director at North- 
west. 

Green also stressed the im- 
portance of obeying traffic laws 
while on campus and noticing 
street signs along campus roads. 
He also said it’s important for pe- 
destrians to notice signs as well. 

“This is a largely pedestrian 
campus ... but if you think it’s 
unsafe, don’t assume they’re 
(drivers) are going to yield,” 
Green said. 

Green said the reason for the 
parking fee is to help pay for and 
maintain streets on campus. 

“(The) State doesn’t pay for 
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streets on campus, they only pay 
for academic buildings,” Green 
said. 

Passes are assigned based on 
whether you are a resident on 
campus or commuter student. 
Campus Safety will write you a 
ticket if they find your vehicle is 
parked in the wrong lot. 

He also reminds students if 
they have visitor’s or come back 
from home in a different vehicle, 
you can obtain a visitor’s per- 
mit.

Safe Ride: They'll pick you up

Safe Ride began five years as an 
effort to reduce intoxication in stu- 
dents while driving. 

The program is modeled after a 
similar program at the University of 
Missouri-Columbia. Here, students 
are paid through works study, to 
take students home from bars or 
houses if they’ve had too much to 
drink. 

“On a Friday and Saturday 
night, there shouldn’t be a single 
D.W.I.” said Clarence Green, direc- 
tor of Campus Safety. 

Green said five years ago, before 


the program started, there were 115 
D.W.I. arrests. Now it is down to 
15. He also said there has not been 
a single death from drunk driving 
since safe ride started. 

Safe ride runs from 10 p.m. until 
4 a.m. every Friday and Saturday. 

While some complain safe ride 
takes too long to arrive some plac- 
es, “its well worth the wait,” said 
Green. 

“We can’t measure alcohol sales, 
but we know there are a reduced 
number of drivers on roads while 
intoxicated,” said Green.

Cats Look to Continue Success in Upcoming Season

On Saturday afternoons in the fall, 
the campus and city of Maryville gath- 
ers around Bearcat Stadium to cheer on 
the Northwest football team. 

Northwest has become perennial 
MIAA champs and national runners- 
up. Winning 10 MIAA Championships 
in 13 seasons and appeared in six Na- 
tional Championship games. 

Head coach Mel Tjeerdsma and the 
Bearcats hope to continue the success 
they have had in the last 10 seasons. 

The ‘Cats 2009 team will look much 
different from the ‘08 squad. Four of- 
fensive linemen; Reid Kirby, Tom Pe- 
stock, Matt Nelson and Jeremy Davis all 
graduated. The four linemen anchored 
the Northwest o-line for the last three 
seasons. 

The Bearcats also lost quarterback 
Joel Osborn who started the last two 


national championship games. Kick re- 
turner and wide receiver Kendall Wright 
also left the team after graduation. 

Junior quarterback Blake Bolles will 
take the reins of the young Northwest 
offense with returning All-American 
running back LaRon Council joining 
him in the backfield. 

Also returning is national player 
of the year safety Myles Burnsides and 
All-American defensive end Sean Pad- 
dock. 

The ‘Cats defense will only lose two 
starters from the ’08 squad; cornerbacks 
Chris LeFlore and Brandon Clayton. 
This season will also mark the return of 
inside linebacker Troy Matthews who 
missed all of last season with an Achil- 
les tear. 

Last season the ’Cats came within a 
touchdown of the national champion- 
ship for the fourth season in a row after 
a rocky start to the season. 

The ‘Cats began the regular sea- 


son at home against No. eight Abilene 
Christian with a 44-27 loss. Northwest 
didn’t lose another game until the na- 
tional championship, and beat the same 
Abilene team in the national quarterfi- 
nals 45-36. 

The ‘Cats reached the National 
Championship game after beating the 
University of North Alabama at home 
on national television. 

Northwest fell to University of 
Minnesota-Duluth 21-14 in Florence, 
Ala. after a failed onside kick attempt. 
The ‘Cats failed to put any points on the 
board in the first three quarters going 
into the fourth quarter down 14-0. After 
Duluth scored again safety Al Foster- 
Rettig intercepted a pass and returned it 
44 yards for the ’Cats first score. After a 
touchdown pass by Osborn, Northwest 
pulled within a touchdown. The ‘Cats 
scoring began too late and after the 
failed onside kick they lost their fourth 
national championship ina row.
